WAY back in 1981 when the World Youth Cham) 


nship 


was held in Australia one of the leading points the 
organisers here pounded away to the public was the great 
misunderstanding that this was a kids’ event. 


Great pains were 
taken to ram home to the 
Australian public. that 
this was indeed a tourna- 
ment for topline young 
professionals, the major- 
ity of whom were first 
team players in their own 
country and on the verge 
of a senior international 
career. 

Well the sad fact of the 
Young Socceroos par- 
ticipation in the ‘recent 
‘World Youth 
Championship in Russia 
was that Australia forgot 
this important fact. 

In my opinion, coach 
Jim Shoulder and his 
assistant Ron Tindall 
thought they were going 
to a kids’ tournament 
and they dearly paid the 
consequences, 

Having watched all of 
Australia’s World Youth 
Cup final participation 
over the years, I have to 
be honest and declare 
that the one in Russia 
was the least effective of 
all. 

For the’ first time in 
three world final series, 
the Young Socceroos 
failed to win a game. 

In a series where they 
had the world at their 
feet they let a quarter 
final spot slip sadly from 
their grasp. 

The Young Socceroos 
group - Russia, Canada 


and Nigeria ~ turned out 
to be the easiest of all the 
groups. 


And after getting out 
of jail with a_scorel 
draw against Russia 
the opening match, wins 
against Canada and 
Nigeria should have 
been forthcoming. 

‘Canada were no team 
at all and had the correct 
approach been taken 
and the right tactics used, 
two points would easily 
have been in the Austra- 
lian bag. 

But the: game ended in 
a scoreless draw and a 
valuable point was lost. 


Australia's Press Corp in Russi 


‘Then came the tragedy 
against Nigeria where a 
2 - 0 lead was allowed to 
slip. into a 3 - 2 defeat. 

‘Australia that night at 
the Tractor Stadium in 
Minsk was tactically as 
bare as Old Mother 
Hubbard’s Cupboard, 

‘As long as I have a 
breath left in my body I 
will argue the fact that 
Nigeria were no world- 
beaters - even if they did 
finish with third place in 
the series and the bronze 
medal. 

They were handed a 
quarter final place on a 
place by an inept Austra- 
lian team. 

It was disappointing to 
say the least especially 
when one thinks what 
could have happened 
and could have been 
achieved. 

Player-wise this Au- 
stralian squad was well 
below the standard of the 
1979 squad which failed 
to- qualify for the finals, 
and the 1981 and 1983 
squads that did. 

‘There were players in 
the squad who really 
should not have been in 
Russia and one left at 
home who should have 
been on the plane. 

However I'm not 
going. to name names or 
malign any player as it 
was ‘not their fault for 
being in the squad and 
indeed their good luck 
for getting a ticket behind 
the Iron Curtain. 

The fault lies with the 
selection of the squad in 
the first place. 

Such a situation must 
never be allowed to hap- 
pen again and if the ASF 
does not reinstate the 
successful coaching 
combination of Les 
‘Scheinflug and Raul 
Blanco for the 1987 Fi- 
nal campaign, then this 
body can never again be 
taken seriously.

cated man who is doing a 
wonderful job at the Au-

Jim is an expert in this 
field and all his talents 
should be kept channel- 
led in this direction.

From the press and 
media point of view it 
was a nightmare and get- 
ting news and .indeed 
television pictures back 
to Australia was a 
magnicient feat - even 
though I say it myself. 


Had it not been for the 
valiant efforts of FIFA 
technical director and 
acting press relations 
man Heinz Marotzke 
news from Minsk would 
have been completely 
blacked out. 

It was only through the 
efforts of Heinz that the 
news and media men 
from Australia were 
allowed to work in con- 
ditions that are accorded 
to them in the free world. 

Incidents and happen- 
ings were aplenty but 
more about them later.

Big Jock, who would 
have been 63 next 
month, was a living 
legend and a beloved 
figure in the internatio- 
mal and club arena 
throughout the world. 

Affectionately known 
as “The Big Man’ he 
was just that and they 
came no bigger or better 
in soccer than this 
wonderful person. 

I'm indeed proud and 
honoured to have had a 
close friendship with Big 
Jock Stein and the world 
of soccer for me just 
won't be the same with- 
out him. 

Tt was only two weeks 
ago while passing 
through Amsterdam on 
the way home from Rus- 
sia with the Young Soc- 
ceroos that I talked to 
him. on the phone. 

He informed me he 
was in the best of health 
and was indeed looking 
forward to watching Au- 
stralia in action against 
Israel in the World Cup 
qualifying game in ‘Tel 
Aviv in October. 

Now sadly this will not 
be. 

The big man passed 
away after being over- 
come by emotion after 
watching his Scottish 
team take one step near- 
er Mexico and next 
year's World Cup finals. 

I am now more con- 
vinced than ever Scot- 
land will get to Mexico 
and the players will 
move heaven and earth 
to do it for their beloved 
former manager. 

This is how it is with 
the Scots: this is how it 
will always will be. 

Jock Stein was the 
most successful manager 
ever produced in Scot- 
land. 


He set standards never 
before sought, let alone 
achieved. 

As manager of Glas- 
gow Celtic, he steered 
the club to nine league 
titles and eight Scottish 
Cup triumphs as well as 
leading them to their 
finest hour - when they 
became the first British 
club to win the European 
Champions Cup by beat- 
ing Inter Milan in Lisbon 
in 1967.

Then in 1964 he 
moved to Edinburgh to 
take over the Hibs and 
10 months later he was 
back at Parkhead to take 
over Celtic from the pre- 
vious boss Jimmy 
McGrory. 

This heralded the start 
of a new era in Scottish 
football. 

Before taking over the 
Scottish job in 1977 Big 
Jock had a short stint in 
England with Leeds Un- 
ited, but his heart was in 
Scotland and he was 
given a hero's welcome 
when he returned home, 

His untimely death has 
set the Scottish nation 
and indeed the entire 
football world in mour- 
ning. 

For here was a giant 
among men and indeed 
the greatest footballing 
Scot of them all. 

Jock Stein - ‘The Big 
Man’ will leave behind 
him a vacuum in the 
game of soccer that will 
never be filled.

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KOSSIE — THE LAST 


OF THE OLD 


CAMPAIGNERS

COLETTA 


JOHN KOSMINA has been one of the remarkable successes’ in Australian soccer. 


‘Kossie’ as he is 
known began with South 
Australian State League 
club Polonia Adelaide 


+ and from there has gone 


‘on to become one of the 
greatest strikers Austra- 
lia has known. 

Aggressive, bold, 
arrogant and fearless are 
just some of the terms 
that have been used: ab- 
out the 28-year-old 
goalscorer, and indeed 
among all his other attri- 
‘butes, Kosmina is, and 
always will be, a 
goalscorer. 

Earlier this season He 
emphasised this by scor- 
ing his 100th National 
League goal against 
St.George. 

‘Kossie’ has been 
around a bit and some 
have gone as far as to 
label him a veteran. He 


would be the first to’ 


admit he has been 
around longer than most 
although he is just a baby 
at his club Sydney City. 

With the likes of Joe 
Watson, Murray Barnes, 


Jim Cant and Alex 
Robertson, Kosmina is 
yet a pup. 


He played the first of 
his 80 internationals for 
Australia way back in 
1976 against the Italian 
side Bologna and then 
scored his first two in- 
ternational goals against 
a Chinese Selection dur- 
ing Australia’s world 
tour the same year. 

After his debut match 
he earnt the plaudits of 
the then national coach 
Jimmy Shoulder who 
said: “John Kosmina 
had a great game. He 
was roughed up by the 
Italians but kept his head 
and proceeded to tear 
them apart in the second 
half.” 

As a result of the exp- 
osure he received, West 
Adelaide moved quickly 
to sign him on loan from 
Polonia for the start of 
the inaugural Philips 
League season. 

It was reported that the 
loan fee was $4,000 and 
that Kossie was to re- 
ceive $7,000 for himself. 


He was practically a 
lone raider in the Au- 
stralian 1977 World Cup 
qualifying series. He 
cracked a very respect- 
able six goals in 12 
games. 

That campaign under 
Jimmy Shoulder was a 
major disappointment 

.. some claimed it a 
debacle which was pretty 
close to the truth, 

Kosmina played well 
and grabbed goals but 
his determined and 
somewhat physical style 
in those days earned him 
the wrath of the referee 
in the qualifier against 
Kuwait and Kossie was 
sent off in the 1-0 loss. 

Kosmina, in fact, was 
the only forward ‘truly 
effective throughout the 
series and when he was 
not there Australia suf- 
fered. It is now history 
that Australia went 
crashing out in a blaze of 
despair and were given 
the title as probably the 


worst Aussie side of all 
time, especially with the 
shocking results coming 
three years after our 
greatest’ soccer triumphs 
in 1974. * 

At the end of the 1977 
season he was voted Au- 
stralia’s best under-21 
player but West Ade- 
laide’s loan agreement 
had expired. Almost ev- 


* ery club in Australia was 


after the new Aussie 
bombardier at the start of 
1978 but during the 
“World of Soccer” 
tournament he had im- 
pressed Arsenal’s mana- 
ger Terry Neill to such 
an extent that it was the 
great London club that 
finally signed him and 
flew him to Highbury. 

His loss to West was of 
immense proportions, as 
he had been one of the 
main reasons West Ade- 
Taide took the coveted 
PSL title in 1978. 

It was rumoured at the 
time that Arsenal had 
supplied Kosmina with 
$20,000 so he could buy 


aptains Clash ... 
his transfer from 
Polonia. 


At Highbury, Kosmi- 
na, then 21, had to wait a 
month before his work 
permit was arranged. He 
spent most of the time 
training and playing with 
Arsenal's reserve side. 

“I played a dozen 
reserve team games in a 
row and it was a lot more 
physical than I was used 
to,” said the Australian 
captain. 

“In reserves there are 
a lot of young kids trying 
to make the grade and 
others are coming back 

jury, so there was 
a lot of hacking going 


on. 

“When I finally got 
into the first team the 
difference was quite ob- 
vious —all the players can 
play and you are given a 
lot more time on the 
ball.” 


He returned down 
under in the English off- 
season of 1978 to play 
guest games with Ade- 
Taide City. During his 


visit he’ played for Au- 
stralia. aganst Greece in 
Adelaide. 


Finally he returned to 
Australia to stay and 
joined West Adelaide 
for $25,000 in 1979. 

Then came a struggle 
to re-establish himself in 
the national side. He had 
to fight a running battle 
with the Marconi _ trio, 
Krneevic, Jankovics and 
Sharne along with Gary 
Cole for the three posi- 
tions up’ front. 

But Kosmina was 
ready for ‘any situation, 
something which the stay 
in 1 England had taught 


Kossie_ then moved 
base to Sydney, joining 
the illustrious Sydney 
City in 1980, 

Immediately his class 
rubbed off and City cele- 
brated victory in the 1980 
National League. 

Sydney City went on to 
make it a hat-trick of 
titles and Kosmina in the 
last of those seasons 


Austral drew 3-3 
with New Zealand in the 
first match of the quali- 
fiers but then disaster 
struck in Sydney when 
the Kiwis won 2-0 and all 
but ended our hopes for 
Spain. 

Kosmina was not his 
usual self and Australia 
suffered. 

Then in September of 
‘82 Kossie was handed 
the mantle of ‘Captain 
Socceroo’, the captain of 
the Australian national 
side.

In the 68th minute, tempers flared again with 
Charlie Yankos and Doug Brown both being sent 
off.

ADRIAN ALSTON topped the 
NSW First Division goalscorer’s list 
while with Safeway United before 
switching to St.George where he 
teamed up in attack with another 
prolific scorer, Mike Denton. 
Both of them were to be included. 
in the Australian squad that toured 
the world in late 1970, before 
Alston returned to Safeway in 
1973. 7" 
Alston quickly attracted the nick- 
name “Noddy” for his uncanny 
heading ability. This was only part 
of his armoury however, as he also 
had great skill on the ground. 
His first international match was 
Australia’s 1-0 victory over Greece 
in Sydney in 1969 — only a year after 
arriving from England. 


With four goals, Alston was top 
scorer in Australia’s World Cup 
qualifying series of 1973. 
it was during the World Cup finals 
in West Germany that Alston 
caught the eye of English club 
officials. He along with the majority 
of the other Socceroo’s were 
reported to have received offers 
from teams such as Hamburger SV, 
Eintracht Frankfurt and Hertha BSC 
(who seemed intent on chasing the 
whole Oz side.) 
However England’s Luton Town 
won the race and ‘Noddy’ signed 
for $20,000. 
He moved onto Cardiff City after 
‘one year for $48,000. 
From there he moved onto the 
booming NASL where he played for 
Tampa Bay Rowdies. 
Late in 1978 the news reached 
Australia that Alston’s career had 
‘ been ended by serious cruciate 
ligament damage.
